FEET OF DOCS FREEZE

Older Brother Saves Life of 


Younger when both Are 
Badly Frozen.

Peace River Crossing, Feb. 17.— 
Through the freezing of the feet of 
the dogs in the train’ which 
left here with the mail for Fort 
Vermilion on January 2nd, the de- 
livery of mail to its destination yas 
delayed nearly two weeks and the 
lives of the two young men, brothers 
of 17 and 20 years of age, who had 
charge, gravely imperilled, With the 
arrival here last night of the mail 
from Fort Vermilion, the story of 
the hardships suffered by the two boys 
on the trip to the far northern post 
and how the life of the younger Was 
saved by the elder, became known. 

The mail left here on January 2nd 
in charge of the two brothers, They 


were equipped with a good dog train 
and carried 600 pounds of mail. 
When about 100 miles out they were 
overtaken by the severe cold weather 
of January. After passing the Battle 
river the cold became go intense that 
the dogs’ feet began to freeze and 
travel became slow. Dog food and 
provisions were running short, so that 
when fully 80 miles from their next 
supply cache the young men were en- 
tlrely out of provisions. The younger 
of the two brothers volunteered to 
strike ahead, get the provisions, and 
return to meet the outfit. This he 
did, He made the cache al] right, 
but on the return journey, not meet- 
ing his brother as soon as he had 
expected, he was. compelled to camp 
out at night. 
Hands and Feet Frozen. 

Having no axe or blanket with him 
his hands and feet were badly frozen 
before he managed to start a fire with 
what small sticks he could break 
over his knee. Putting in the night, 
however, as best he could, he bravely 
struck out next morning and travelled 
until he met his brother’ with the 
mail. The younger brother's feet be- 
came so painful that the elder was 
compelled to unload four sacks of 
mai] and place him on the dog sleigh. 

This he did, notwithstanding the 
fact that his own feet and hands had 
been badly frozen. On the 23rd of 
the month, after being 21 days on a 
trip which usually takes eight or ten 
days, the brothers reached Vermil- 
Jon. 

Father Takes Return Trip. 

The father of the two boys who is 
the regular courier, started on the 
return trip to this place with another 
80n on February Ist, and arrived here 
last night, sixteen days overdue with 
only tWo dogs left of his train, the 
others having dropped by the way. 
They had no food for the dogs or 
themselves for two days before reach- 
Ing this place. 

The courier reports that when with- 
in 15 miles of this place they had 
come across evidence of a struggle 
to the death between a pack of wal- 
ves and a bear. The wolves had |o- 
cated @ bear in his winter quarters 
on the bank of the river and huc- 
ceeded in getting him out of his den 
and on to the ice. From the amount 
of blood stains and the fur lying 
around it Was evident that bruin had 
put up @ good fight before being 
killed. 

The next thing in order will be an 
enquiry from the postal authorities 
that the jocal postmasters show cause 
as to why the courier between here 
and Vermilion should not be heavily 
fined for delay in the mail service.

EDMONTON DEACONS 
“DEFEAT TABER 3 T0 2 


In Game Pronounced the Best Ever 
Seen in Calgary, the Edmonton 
Win Out From the Players.

Calgary, Feb. 16—-In one of the 
closest and most exciting games of 
hockey ever seen in Calgary, the Ed-

The crowd 
was decidedly anti-Deacon and the 
Taber septette were cheered to the 
echo throughout the whole of the 
game. 

“The fastest game ever seen in Cal- 
gary,” was the verdict of the fans 
after the big game was over. But 
exciting was no name for the game. 
It was simply nerve-wrecking, especi-

The poorest, 
most illiterate negro in the most be- 
nighted cofner of the United States 
is an enlighted citizen in comparison 
with the average Portuguese of the 
masses, 

It is all very well to say that 
these people can never improve un- 
less some Such government as the 
present one gives them a chance. 
The fact remains that such as they 
can hardly be expected to have a 
very accurate idea of what a repub- 
lic is and means, 

leaders Highly Educated, 

At the head of the government 
supposed to rest upon thé material 
is a tiny handful of highly-educated 
and intelligent men. Very few of 
them, however, have had any prac- 
tical experience in administrative 
work, Most of them are honest, 
but it is whispered that one or two 
of them, at least, are not. Corrup- 
tion has always been the curse of 
Portuguese politics. It would be 
Surprising if it were entirely ex- 
cluded from the new government. 

The power of the men who con- 
stitute this #overnment depends 
wholly upon the continued approval 
of the absolutely illiterate, unreason. 
ing, turbulent millions already des- 
cribed. They have the army and 
the navy, it is true, but the army and 
Navy are of the same material as the 
population and the government is 
afraid to use them to matntain 
der, When a disturbance occurs, 
the troops are called out until the 
Streets swarm with them, but all 
they do ig to stand idly by, leaning 
on their muskets and watching the 
disturbance. If a shot were fired 
or a sword drawn, there would ‘in- 
evitably ‘be a @eneral uprising-fn-an 
instant, and, with nothing or no one 
to support it, the government would 
topple immediately. 

Anti-Monarchial Mob, 

The mob is undoubtedly anti-mon- 
archial, but In other respects its in- 
Stability is something to marvel at. 
The news jis Circulated that seme 
one. of the ministers has spoken in 
approval of @ ‘st ke of the mo- 
ment, | Inst iy there is a general 
rush to his headquarters to give him 
an ovation. On the road it is re- 
ported that the minister has added 
that he hopes the men will meet the 
employers half Way. Upon which 
the rush instantly becomes a hostile 
one and the air is rent with cries of 
“Kill him!" When the ministry is 
reached the minister has either dis- 
appeared to give the incident time 
to be forgotten, which it Speedily is, 
or he appears on a balcony to greet 
the demonstrators as “friends and 
brothers” and to declare unqualified 
Support of their movement, with no 
matter how much violence it may ‘be 


or- 


attended, ‘ 

All the ministers are constantly 
Swarming with réd-capped,  pipe- 
smoking, half-clad, wooden-shoed 


day laborers, come to advise the 
ministers concerning governmental 
affairs, criticize politics, demand 
w ork, threaten strikes or jnsist on 
concessious-—Callets who have as 
much idea of the subjects they want 
to discuss as would four-year-old 
babies, And the ministers have to 
see them. It would be dangerous to 
refuse, Such is the pressure of this 
sort of business that real affairs of 
State have to be neglected for it 
Under the monarchy, strikes were 
prohibited. The new government re- 
moved this prohibition. Immediate 
ly everyone began striking—for any- 
thing or nothing. Doubtless many 
of the strikers are justified, but so 
many of them together or in rapid 
succession cannot but be dangerous 


Within the six days 
all the retail stores 
Were closed by a clerks’ strike, all 
the railways of the country were 
tied up by a strike of railroad men, 
and the gas plants were all shut 
down by a strike of their employees. 
* Tried to Blow Up Town, 

The monotonoy of the gas strike 
Was Varied by an attempt on the 
men's part to blow-up the town by 
tapping mains and waiting for inno- 
cent passersby to chuse explosions 
with lighted .cigars or by striking 
matches Considerable damage wus 
Caused in this way,

A dictatorship—i¢ the right man 
could be found to be dictator—may 
Save Portugal's national integrity, 
Otherwise it is almost certain that 
there will be fresh revolution in the 
country; and if this happens, some 
outsider is sure to step in. The out- 
sider will assuredly be Pngland.
